now a law u n t i l repealed, abolishes our 
burnt; postal principles established for 
morn than half a century. This revival 
of the idea that cost, must, determine, 
the postage rate;, introduces a now ele- 
ment of Biic.h iinportuiir.e to tlio country 
newspapers of this nation that they 
need to scrutinize with great, care and 
precision before they blindly support 
the postal zone system, aw sonic of thorn 
•scorn disposed to do. 


There is no more important service 


than thut rendered, or which may bo 
rendered, jft ASnorjnam peojjo, by tho 
wmil! country newspapers. Recognizing 
thiH fact, free- mail delivery within tho' 
counjy of publication was provided for 
tho country prc«« many years ago. Thin 
free postal service was never regarded 
us a subsidy to country newHpupej's. It, 
was a vital public service of informa- 
tion and education to rural readers. It 
meant, chiefly, freedom of circulation to 
tho readers, for any postal charge would 
bo added to tho subscription price, di- 
rectly or indirectly. 


The subsidy, if so it might lie termed, 


•was (.0 the readers, to the people thorn- 
Helves, who pay for it, in their national 
taxes. Tlio rural delivery is for the 
benefit'of the country newspaper read- 
er. 


Now, 
the latest, official report of the 


postolllce department shows that the an- 
nual cost per newspaper on rural free 
delivery routes is 1.4 cents per piece. 
As the country papers weigh approxi- 
mately ten or eleven to the pound", this 
would moan a minimum postage charge 
on 
country newspapers of 
fourteen 


cent* per pound. 


Tho first assistant postmaster general 


last year, testifying before a senate 
committee, stated that the "overhead" 
on ovory pound of newspaper mail was) 
3.$ cents por pound. Therefore,,on this 
nfcy? rulo of postal " cost,'j| tho bountry 
prose of thin nation-will |.nvo |q face 
thp .terrific total postage charge of al- 
most eighteen cents per pound. 


• Of course, no country publisher can 
afford' a postage charge of eighteen 
cents a pound. He must pass this charge 
on to his subscribers, reducing thereby 
his circulation. 


This overturn of postal (principles in 


existence for over fifty years will im- 
pose a very great injustice upon the 
country newspapers and their renders. 
Tho rural duJivory is the most expen- 
sive 'and least profitable of all the post- 
al departments and therefore the rovi- 
vul uf this old postal theory will put 
upon the country press of America the 
highest rates of postage in tho land.

women and children live In the 


same room, without ventilation.

women to live so, but it is worse that 
children should grow up without any 
memories of a pleasant home. 
Yet 


there are thousands of children to 
whom the necessaries and the decen- 
cies of life are unknown and to whom 
"home" means an old freight car. 
, Many Mexican girls marry at thir- 
teen and 'have. too or .'eleven children 
by the time they are. tWenty-sIz. Tho 
men are employed at seasonal jobs In 
the sugar-beet fields, on the railroads, 
in the mines, harvesting beans, in 
orange and lemon orchards and doing 
construction 
work. Drunkenness 
Is 


common. Babies ore born Into a world 
which has no clothes ,for them and 
shirts and overalls nre lacking for the 
older children. Ignorance and super- 
stition abound.—World Outlook.

Working to Protect 


Marketing Association 


Legislation of intense interest to the 


Orange ind lemon growers of California 
is now before the judiciary committee 
of congress. Steps have been taken by 
two of fcaliforniS's congressmen^ Har- 
bour of Fresno, and Herman of Oilroy, 
to protect by legislation all fruit and 
vegetable associations operated for the 
benefit of growers, from any possible 
prosecution under a narrow, interpreta- 
tion of the Sherman or Clayton anti- 
trust law. 


Orange, lemon, bean and walnut as- 


sociations have done wonderful work in 
tho development of the state, and this 
amendment to the law 
-will 
protect 


them, as well as all other cooperative 
associations organized under similar 
lines. One of the things that brought 
this to1 a head was tlie prosecution of 
two dairy oiganizations in the east, and 
following conferences with represcnta- 
,tives of many Californiti co-operative 
organizations it was decided to intro- 
duce a new bill to clarify existing laws 
and specifically exempt organizations 
of this class from the operations of 
the anti-trust laws. 


TEXT OF TflE BILL. 


The bill as introduced today is as 


follows: 


"Be it enacted by the senate and 


house of the United States of"*America 
in congress assembled that section six 
of the act of October 15, 1914, entitled 
'-An .Act to Supplement the Existing 
Laws Against Unlawful Restraints and 
Monopolies, nnd for other purposes,' 
be and the same is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


"Sec. (5. That the labor of n human 


being is not a commodity or article of 
commerce. .Nothing contained in the 
anti-trupt laws should be construed to 


1 forbid the existence or operation of 
labor, agricultural, rineyardist, dairy 
or horticultural organizations instituted 
for the purpose of mutual help, and 
that make no greater return upon 
capital invested or the minimum right 
than the minimum legal rate of interest 
of tho stata , where organized, or to 
forbid or restrain individual members 
of such organizations from lawfully 
carrying out the 
legitimate 
objects 


thereof, nor shall such organizations 
or members thereof," be held or con- 
strued to be illegal combinations or 
conspiracies in restraint of trade" or 
commerce under the anti-trust laws 


. . "Associations, corporate or other- 
"wiae, with or without capital stock, of 
farmers, horticulturalists, vincyardists, 
planters, ranchmen, or dairymen engag- 
ed in making collective sales for their 
members or shareholders of farm or- 
chards, plantations, ranch, 
dairy 
or 


vineyard products produced by their 
members; or shareholders arc not con- 
tracts, combinations or conspiracies in 
restraint of trade or commerce. 


ABE NO'IV'MONOPOLIES. 


"Contracts, 
agreements, 
arrange- 


ments or combinations made by such 
organisations, or the members, share- 
holders, officers or directors thereof in 
making such collective sales and pro- 
scribing the terms and, conditions there- 
of are not contracts, combinations or 
conopiracios in restraint of trade or 
commerce. nor are they combinations 
or conspiracies to monopolize or to at- 
tempt to monopolize any part of trade 
of commerce 


"Nothing contained in this act, or 


in the anti-trust or other laws shall 


^forbid or be construed to forbid the 


existence and operation of associations, 
corporate or otherwise, with or without 
capital stock, of farmers, vineyardints, 
hortieulturalists, planters, ranchmen or 
dairymen, engaged in making'for th6 
producers thereof collective sales of 
farm, 
vineyard, orchard, plantation, 


ranch or dairy products, and incidental 
thereto,'packing, drying, churning, stor- 
ing, grading or otherwise processing or 
preparing such products for market, or 
to forbid or restrain individual mem- 
bers, shareholders, directors or officers 
of such organizations from making such 
collective sales and 
prescribing 
the 


terms and conditions thereof, nor shall 
such organizations or the members, 
shareholders directors or officers there- 
of so engaged in making such collec- 
tive sales and prescribing the terin.s 
and conditions thereof, be held nt be 
construed to be illegal combinations 
or conspiracies in restraint of trade or 
commerce, under the anti-trust lawn,

one task. 


When we speak of the fires of faith, 


therefore, or of the !-rch of religion, 
we are harking back to the ancient 
days, the days when fire was faith and 
religion a torch.

of England 
and 


countless scores of dogs met their 
death to provide a diversion for the 
British public. Even royalty^ favored 
the "sport," although during the last 
100 years of its existence patrons of 
the bullring comprised exclusively the 
"lower classes."

SIGHT WELL WORTH SEEING 


Canyons of Southern California at 


Times Furnish Spectacles Nothing 


Short of Remarkable. 


The spectacle of rain, flre nnd flood 


all occurring at the same time, is not 
an unusual sight In some of the can- 
yons near Los'Angeles, says the Scien- 
tific American. 
The most notable ex- 


ample Is near Santa Monica, which Is 
on the southern coast of California. 
The precipitous sides of the canyons 
debauching Into the Pacific ocean In 
that vicinity are composed of clay nnd 
shale. 
Whenever rain falls on these 


rocks, great clouds of steam rise from 
the canyons. 
The canyon crests and 


faces are crpwned by vltrifled rock 
burned a dull red. 


It Is reported by the early hlst«»- 


rlans that when the Mission fathers 
visited this region 150 ye"ars ago the 
r.atlves avoided these places. 
They 


claimed that these mysterious canyons 
were the abode of evil spirits and the 
Indians could not be induced to guide 
the priests to their vicinity. 


Actual flame has also been reported 


In qne of thesTS canyons. 
Hence the 


occasional newspaper accounts of ac- 
tive "volcanoes" near the coast of Cal- 
ifornia. 
The phenomena are evident- 


ly (\ue to fires in the petroleum-bear- 
ing shales which crop out In these re- 
gions. 
The cause of the fires is un- 


certain. 
They may be started by light- 


ning or they may be a case of sponta- 
neous combustion. 


Bamboo Grass. 


The giant bamboo grafts of Japan 


and China grows nt the rate of two 
feet u day In some Instances, nnd 
sometimes to'the height of 150 feet 
and a diameter of two feet. A clump 
Is planted and It widens over the land- 
scape with remarkable rapidity. The 
bamboo takes the place of steel and 
Iron to a great extent Iri China and 
Japan. The farmer uses It to build 
his house and fence it; his household 
furniture Is manufactured from it, and 
the tender shoots furnish him with a 
delicious vegetable for his table. If 
supplies framework for awnings, ribs 
of sails nnd handles of ruken, material 
for tho chicken coops and bird cages, 
stuffing^ for pillows urul mattresses, 
chopsticks for entlrig, pipes for smok- 
ing, brooms for sweeping, chairs to 
sit upon, skewers to pin the liulr, haw 
to screen the head, paper to write on, 
the pencil to write with, the crab net 
and the fishpole.

That was In August, 18S3, In 


Java, says the Kansas City Star. A 
day or two before there was a very vio- 
lent eruption of a large voleano"'about 
a hundred miles from Batavl'if1 ;Tho 
eruption ended with «n explosion In 
which a range of mountains was de- 
stroyed, a vast cavity being left In Its 
place, more than a thousand feet deep 
at one point. Billions of tons of rocks, 
mud and dust were thrown high In th« 
air and the sun was obscured over a 
large area. At Batavla the darkneaa 
became so deep that street lamps had 
to be lighted In the middle of the after- 
noon. That condition prevailed until 
toward sunset. 
Then the volcanic 


cloud began to clear away, leaving the 
sun visible. 
Instead, however, of It 


being red, us It usually Is when view- 
ed through a smoke cloud. It appeared 
as a magnificent deep blue disk, re- 
maining tlmt color until H snnj* be- 
low the horizon. 
The 
phenomenon 


was seen by everyone within 30 or 10 
degrees of the equator.

TIM! 


Theory . of Archeologltts Concerning 


" Ruins In Rhodesia—Baboon* Said 


to Be Working Havoc. 


Despite the watchmen who nowadays 


guard the remarkable ruins of Rhode- 
sia, where may perhaps once have 
been the mines of King Solomon, the 
latest traveler In that part of Africa 
reports that the baboons are dealing 
with the ancient masonry after a very 
baboonlsh fashion. 
Century after cen- 


tury the clearness of the atmosphere 
and the absence of moisture haye pre- 
served the walls of buildings whose 
original use will probably never be 
cnown. It may be reasonably argued, 
sowever, that some of them were forti- 
fications built for protection against 
native tribes, and thnt this part of 
Africa was a center for the mining and 
distribution of gold, the...very spot, In 
fact, where Ophlr obtained the pre^ 
clous metal that It forwarded to, .the 
coqrt of Solomon. :So far as cjui^be 
determined; Solomon and the struc- 
tures were; contemporaries,; and It: la 
Ikely enough that the new mysterious 
relics of a remote past were later In 
he possession of the Phoenicians. In 
the end the mines were exhausted, the 
Ivlllzatlons went their way and the 
spot was forgotten until Portuguese 
traders found It In the sixteenth cen- 
tury. An effort to work the mine's was 
made but abandoned as profitless, and 
tho spot was again forgotten till found 
bj Livingstone. 
Now lt»ls chiefly In- 


teresting to archeologlsts, who are re- 
sponsible for the watchmen. 
But the 


baboons apparently are too lively for 
the local police.

alighted on the grass and there re- 
mained. 
A spectator, struck by Its 


fixity and approaching to ascertain 
the cause, found not an Insect, but an 
emerald, which he appropriated and 
wore In n ring, nnd over after the In- 
dians believed thnt the flreflles( were 
sncfed Insects which upon dying on the 
grass turned to emeralds for the' adorn- 
ment of ninn nnd the glorlflcatjipn of 
Buddha." 


That la perhaps the rcasftn %vhy the 


priests of Buddlm regard the emerald 
with such veneration.

DATE FROM SOLOMON'S TIME 


Theory of Archeologlsts Concerning 


Ruins in Rhodesia—Baboons Said 


to Be Working Havoc. 


Despite the watchmen who nowadays 


guard the remarkable ruins of Rhode- 
sia, where may perhaps once have 
been the mines of King Solomon, the 
utcst traveler In that part of Africa 
reports that the baboons are dealing 
with the ancient masonry after a very 
baboonlsh fashion. 
Century after cen- 


tury the clearness of the atmosphere 
and the absence of moisture have pre- 
served the walls of buildings whose 
original use will probably never be 
inown. 
It may be reasonably argued, 


however, that some of them were forti- 
fications built for protection against 
native tribes, and thnt this part of 
Africa was a center for the mining and 
distribution of gold, the,.very spot, In 
fact, where Ophlr obtained the pre- 
cious metal that It forwarded to .the 
court of Solomon. 
So far as can be 


determined,' Solomon and the struc- 
tures were contemporaries, and !t Is 
Ilkejy enough that the new mysterious 
relics of a remote post were later In 
the possession of the Phoenicians. In 
the end the mines were exhausted, the 
civilizations went their way and the 
spot was forgotten until Portuguese 
traders found It In the sixteenth cen- 
tury. An effort to work the mine's was 
made but abandoned as profitless, nnd 
tho spot was again forgotten till found 
by Livingstone. 
Now Ittls chiefly In- 


teresting to archeologists, who are re- 
sponsible for the watchmen. 
But the 


baboons apparently are too lively for 
the local police.
